Protestants Join Catholics in Germany, Blast 


Nazi Philosophy; 10 More Priests Imprisoned 


Berlin, June 7 UP).—Tension

the church-state controversy increas-

blast of oratory against the Nazi 
philosophy.

Reichsfuehrer Adolf Hitler made

Speaking to 120,000 brown shirts 


anew Sunday as both Catholics and I at Regensburg, Hitler declared he 
Protestants joined in open opposi- 
tion to the Nazi attitudes toward the 
church.

thrown into prison. 


Martin Nlemoeller, presiding pas- 


tor of the Confessional Synod, in a 
scorching sermon derided attempts

ment made today by Charles A. Har- 
nett, Commissioner of Motor Vehi- 
cles. 
All of the 750,000 chauffeurs 


throughout the state must be in pos- 
session of new- licenses prior to July

Yet on May 31 this year the bom 


bardment of the Spanish port of Al 
meria by five German warships drovi 
home to a startled world that the 
Third Reich had once more launchet 
Itself as a seapower to be reckonec 
with. 


How was this possible? 
By 


combination of bold diplomacy am 
bold technical Innovations. 


The peace treaty doomed any new 


German navy to a minor role by fix- 
ing the maximum strength of the 
German fleet at six small battleships 
six cruisers, 12 destroyers, 12 tor- 
pedo boats and no submarines. Sub- 
marines, from 1914 to 1918. had al- 
most turned the tide of warfare in 
favor of Germany and her allies. 


Pocket Battleships 


But Hitler's rise to power brought 


with It the scrapping of arms limi- 
tations imposed upon Germany. The 
start of, the 1937 world naval race 
found Germany with 59 warships, ag- 
gregating 128,382 tons, and building, 
or having appropriated for. 38 ships 
of 195,366 tons, including two 35.- 
000 ton battleships, two aircraft car- 
riers, three cruisers, four destroyers, 
12 torpedo boats and 14 submarines. 


But even before the advent of the 


nazis, Germany had sought, and 
found, a method of circumventing the 
restrictions of the peace treaties as 
regards naval armament.

"Beutschland," with 10,000 tons dis- 
placement and six 11-inch guns.

This she did by using every possi- 


ble weight-saving device.

stance, by welding Instead of rivet- 
ing the parts, she cut 500 tons from 
a pocket cruiser's weigbt.

Dates to About 900 B. C. 


The selection of gold and silver for 


the principal monetary purposes 
was due to their adaptability. In ad- 
dition to their being desirable, ob 
serves a writer in-the Indianapolis 
News, they possess the following 
qualities demonstrated to be requi- 
site to a just and equitable medium 
of value: Relative scarcity, porta- 
bility (containing large values in a 
small bulk), durability, homogeneity 
(or uniformity), divisibility (capa- 
ble of being divided into small parts 
and again united without apprecia- 
ble loss). 


The use of the metals as money 


by weight proved a cumbersome 
process, and a coining device was 
introduced, probably by the Greeks 
about 900 B. C. The bank check 
came into use as a means of saving 
the transfer of coined money.

bank note is an evolution of these 
preceding forms, being a promise 
of the bank to pay the specified 
amount on demand. The Bank of 
Sweden is credited with having first 
issued this form of money in 1658. 
The scarcity of gold and silver, the 
need of bills of exchange and of a 
money more convenient to carry, 
and the issuance of government 
credits forced on bankrupt nations 
brought about the use of paper mon- 
ey in European countries. Colonial 
America early adopted this medium 
of exchange from the English. 


Paper money in America first was 


issued by1 Massachusetts in 1690. 
The object was not to supply any 
supposed lack of a medium for 
trade, but to satisfy the demands of 
some clamorous soldiers. The first 
Issue of money under authority of 
the Continental congress was dated 
May 10, 1775, but not placed in cir- 
culation until the following August.

It is hard to convince the average 


man or woman that tuberculosis Is 
not Inherited. They look about them 
on every side and know that a par- 
ent, an uncle, a brother, or a sister 
of a. patient with tuberculosis 
has 


died of tuberculosis. 


Yet physicians, particularly those 


working close to tuberculosis, tell 
us that while tuberculosis may ap- 
pear to "run In families", It Is only 
"because children catch the disease 
from an older member of the house- 
hold who has It." 


Shortly after I graduated In med- 


icine the superintendent of a large 
sanatorium told me that he believed 
that In at least half the adult popu- 
lation evidences of past or 
bealed 


tuberculosis could be found. 
Today 


H Is believed that if every part of tho 
body could be examined 
some 
ev- 


dence of tuberculosis would bn found 
(n everybody, which, for 
the 
time 


being at least, was In 
a 
"quiet" 


state. 


Why then If tuberculosis can be 


found in practically everybody, do 
we not all suffer with the symptoms 
or at least show some signs of it? 


"Tho specific or definite cause of 


tuberculosis Is a germ or organism. 
If a few tuberculosis germs get Into 
a healthy body no harm Is done be- 
cause the body fights back. 
But if 


one lives dally with a careless per- 
son who has the disease the danger 
is great. 
Kissing, coughing, and 


spitting may be the means of spread- 
Ing 
tuberculosis germs. 
Anything 


which has touched the sick person's 
lips may have germs on It." 


You can thus see how simple it 


would be for a youngster to "finish" 
or "use up" the balance of any food 


•milk, tea, coffee, dessert of any 


kind—left by a patient with tuber- 
culosis, using the same cup, plate or 
utensil used by the patient, and thus 
develop tuberculosis. 
Parents and 


the patients themselves, when living 
at home, should remember this vital 
point. 


It would be well for all of us to 


remember also the first signs—the 
danger signals—pointing to tuber-

tuberculosis in every case but should 
cause one to suspect tuberculosis. 
These signals are: (1) too 
easily

gestion; (4) cough that hangs on.

Fish That Builds a Raft 


In every part of the seven seas 


jellyfish are torn to pieces by an 
under-sea creature more vicious 
than the fiercest fish. It is a shell- 
fish of the lanthma family, with 
sharp, razor-edged teeth, and a 
long, rasping tongue, and jellyfish 
are powerless against it, according 
to a writer in Pearson's London 
Weekly. 
Unlike other 
molluscs 


which crawl along the sea bed or 
anchor themselves to rocks (mus- 
sels are an example of the latter) 
the lanthma floats on a tiny "raft" 
which is formed from a substance 
exuded by the mollusc's shell. It 
is supported by air bubbles which 
the mollusc blows, and this tiny 
"raft" can stand up to the wildest 
weather. The mollusc itself is blind, 
so the pirate craft also carries a 
passenger, a minute shrimp-like 
creature which guides the "ship 
alongside the jellyfish victim, leav- 
ing the wicked teeth and tongue of 
the "pirate" to do the rest.

Famous Shipmast Locust 


Waa Named by a Mariner 


It was Capt. John Sands, settler, 


of Sand's Point, L. I., who first rec- 
ognized the virtues of shipmast lo- 
cust, according to a Long Island tra- 
dition. Shipmast locust is a favored 
farm tree used for fencing. Bemast- 
ed off Virginia by a storm m liOO, 
the story goes, he sent his sailors 
ashore to find suitable trees for an 
emergency rigging until port could 
be reached. They brought back tall, 
straight-grained 
boles 
of 
what 


seemed to be black locust, but 
which differed in that the trees pro- 
duced no seed and grew taller with 
fewer low branches and a darker 
heartwood. 
Strangely, search in 


Virginia failed to discover any na- 
tive plantations of shipmast locust, 
and the tradition cannot be con- 
firmed. In fact, none has been ob- 
served south of Philadelphia. 


Its seedless characteristic is the 


reason why shipmast locust has 
been so limited in its spread. Com- 
mon black locust, a prolific produc- 
er of seed, spreads rapidly without 
the help of man. But only by la- 
borious grubbing can the necessary 
root cuttings be gathered to propa- 
gate the shipmast locust vegetative- 
ly 
Such was the method tradition- 


ally used by Captain Sands in trans- 
planting the species to his.native 
Long Island. There and up the Hud- 
son valley and in North Jersey, usu- 
ally on old estates, the main stands 
of shipmast locust are found. Ship- 
mast root cuttings were carried by 
the Quakers to their settlements 
around 
Moorestown, 
Mercerville 


and Shrewsbury, N. J- Pawling N.

Amber Is Petrified Gum 


Amber is a light translucent sub- 


•tanc*, pale yellow or brownish in 
color. 
It is the petrified gum of 


trees of the pine family. It is usu- 
ally found washed up on the shores 
of certain seas, such as the Baltic, 
Adriatic, and China. In most cases, 
it appears m rounded lumps up to 
ten pounds in weight. The use of 
amber for ornaments is very old, 
being traced back to the Stone age. 
Amber beads, etc., have been found 
in prehistoric remains in Switzer- 
land, Egypt and Assyria. The Greek 
name for amber was "Elektron," 
from which we got our word "Elec- 
tricity," as amber becomes electri- 
fied when rubbed. 
Insects, such 


as flies, are often found in lumps 
of amber; they got entangled in the 
gum and became fossilized with it.— 
London Answers Magazine.

How Fort Pontchartrain 


Changed to Fort Detroit 


According to Farmer's "History 


of Detroit," the forerunner of Fort 
Detroit was called Fort Pontchar- 
train which was built in 1701 on the

Woodbridge street, Gnswold and 
Shelby streets. The space was in- 
closed by wooden pickets driven m- 
S the grUd as closely as possible 
to form a fence ten feet high. On a 
later date the stockade was.made 
about 25 feet high and at the four 
corners were bastions. 


In 1703 the fort was partially 


burned by the Indians and remained 
defensively weak until 1718, when it 
was rebuilt and became one of the 
strongest forts in the country. A 
number of immigrants arrived from 
F wee in 1749 and the stockade was 
enlarged and when additional troops 
arrived in 1751, it was known as 
Fort Detroit. Its size was increased

Gum, Aromatic Bark, 


It U»c4 for Flavoring 


Cassia, is the aromatic bark de- 


rived from cinnamomum cessia 
(family Lauraceae). The greater 
part of the supply coming from 
China, it sometimes is termed Chi- 
nett cinnamon. The bark i* much 
thicker than that of true cinnamon; 
tht taste i* more pungent and the 
flavor kss delicate, although some- 
what similar to that of cinnamon. 


Tht properties of cassia bark de- 


pend on tht pretence of a volatile 
oil—lht oil of cassia, which is im- 
ported in a fairly pure state as an 
article of commerce from Canton. 
Cassia bark is in much more ex- 
tensive demand on the continent of 
Europe than in Great Britain, being 
preferred to cinnamon by southern 
nations. The chief use is for flavor- 
ing liqueurs and chocolate, and in 
cooking generally, says a writer in 
the Indianapolis News. 


When ground as a spice it is dif- 


ficult te distinguish cassia from cin- 
namon and it is a common practice 
to substitute the cheap common 
spice for the more valuable article. 
"Cassia buds," which have a pleas- 
ing cinnamon flavor, are believed to 
be the immature fruits of the tree 
which yields Chinese cinnamon. 
They are brought in considerable 
quantities from Canton, and used 
as a spice and in confectionery. 


"Cassia pulp," used as a medi- 


cine, is obtained from the pods of 
Cassia Fistula, or pudding pipe 
tree, a native of Africa which is cul- 
tivated in both the East and West 
Indies. Some confusion occasion- 
ally arises from the fact that "cas- 
sia" is the generic name of an ex- 
tensive genus of leguminous plants, 
which, in addition to various other 
medicinal products, is the source 
of the senna leaves which form an 
important article of matena medi- 
ca.

Shakespeare's Plays Not 


"Best Seller" at Start 


To find a publisher for a collected 


edition of Shakespeare's plays was 
probably not as easy as we who 
know the thousands of editions into 
which his works have gone might 
conclude, according to an article by 
Edwin E. Willoughby in Coroi i. 


In fact, five years after his death, 


only one printer was willing to pub- 
lish his complete works, and, had 
he refused to undertake the risk of 
printing the volume, we might have 
lost half of Shakespeare, for up to 
that time only half of his plays had 
been printed—in pamphlet form. 


But the danger that we should 


lose the plays of Shakespeare were 
by no means over when that printer, 
William Jaggard, agreed to publish 
them. Because it seemed doubtful 
that such a venture would prove 
profitable, Jaggard published sev- 
eral other books during the next 
two years which he thought were 
more important, and left Shakes- 
peare's plays lie around the shelves 
of his print shop collecting dust. 


Had he not resumed his work 


from time to time during that pe- 
riod, it is quite possible that these 
plays never would have survived 
But he finished the volume despite 
many difficulties, and in 1623, it 
was offered to the world. 


The book was evidently a moder- 


ate financial success, although it did 
not at first sell as rapidly as did 
many other books of the time.

The little sand-martin also digs 


out a tunnel on a grassy bank, an 
even more wonderful feat than that 
of the kingfisher, which has a long 
sharp beak well adapted for dig- 
ging, but the sand-martin has only 
a tiny beak. 
She also lays white 


eggs. 


Woodpeckers make their homes in 


trees, boring through two or three 
inches of solid wood, then digging 
out a larger chamber in the heart 
of the trunk. The green woodpeck- 
er is the best known of the several 
species; in many country districts 
it is caDed the "wet weather bird," 
because its loud notes are so often 
heard just before rain. Kingfishers'

The crown was 
placed in the Brahe church, where 
visitors to the island sometimes see 
it worn by a bride of the parish. 


The castle built by the Brahe fam- 


ily was destroyed by fire in 1718 and 
became an imposing ruin over-run 
by vines. The family is also credit- 
ed with founding Granna, called by 
travelers one of the loveliest towns 
in Sweden. 
Besides being famous 


for its beauty, Granna has a great 
reputation as the "Pear Town" of 
Sweden. The original pear tree was 
planted more than 300 years ago in 
a hillside orchard near the one 
street of the town, and long was 
known as a national monument.

Government Increases 


Park in Death Valley 


Washington, D. C.—Death Valley 


national monument in California 
has been increased by 305,920 acres 
to include new landmarks of gold 
rush days and a rich field for geo- 
logic study. 


In the four distinct areas added to 


the monument are a typical ghost 
town of mining boom times, ancient 
Indian camp sites, the first mine 
worked in the region and the bee- 
hive charcoal kilns used for smelt- 
ing ore from the Modoc mines, the 
Interior department reported. 


Also added to the "park" is the 


entire route of the Jayhawkers trail 
followed- in 1849 by the Jayhawkers 
and the Manly party to whom trag- 
edy came with the resultant naming 
of the great solitude, Death Valley. 
The route traveled in 1860 by the 
Darwin French party also was add- 
ed to the monument's area. 


From the scientist's standpoint, 


the additions give the Death Valley 
national monument the distinction 
of having the most complete repre- 
sentation of rotks that form this 
planet found in any national park. 


In one of the new areas two years 


ago were found skeletons of mam- 
mals which lived 30,000,000 years 
ago. 
They were known to have 


wandered over South Dakota, Ne- 
braska, and Colorado, and evidence 
of their presence in Death Valley 
made necessary revision of theories 
on the prehistoric animal life of the 
Great Basin.
